On a blustery day early in the New Year, 
a big TCA North Star airliner settled down 
on the Edmonton airport, and out stepped 
L. E. Detwiler, representative of New York's 
First New Amsterdam Corporation. 

With him Detwiler brought plans for the 
greatest civic development program’ ever 
attempted in Canada—a virtual city within 
a city. Dubbed the “Miracle Mile” project, 
it would include modern office skyscrapers, 
auditorium, vast parking facilities and other 
commercial and cultural faclities. 

Estimated cost of the project is about 
$25,000,000, and the corporation represented 
by Detwiler is seeking certain tax concessions, 
a 99-year lease, in return for which it promis- 
es to erect the project, and pay the city a 
liberal yearly rental. 

The Detwiler deal is the luckiest proposi- 
tion that ever fell into Edmonton's lap. 
Citizens, business leaders, and the city admin- 
istration should bend every effort to see that 
the Miracle Mile becomes established reality, 
and not just a dream.

Let’s Abolish Hanging 

Last week Canada's Liberal government 
had an excellent opportunity to take a major 
step forward in the field of social welfare, by 
passing a bill introduced by Ross Thatcher 
(CCF-Sask.), that would abolish capital pun- 
ishment. Unfortunately, the government 
failed to do so, presumably because the 
spokesmen who defeated the measure cast 
their opinion without properly looking into 
the matter. 

Canada prides itself as being one of the 
sanest countries in the world, and one of the 
most advanced in the field of social welfare 

Yet the politicians at Ottawa just can't 
get it through their heads that hanging does 
not serve as a deterrent to murder, that such 
offences have actually decreased in the places 
where capital punishment has been abolished, 
and that it is a barbarian, unjust, and not 
at all practical means of gaining revenge, 
harking back to the dim days prior to Christ. 

In Edmonton in recent weeks three mur- 
der cases have been dealt with in supreme 
court. In one, a man was acquitted, while the 
other accused with him was sentenced to die, 
and in the third case, a young woman was 
found not guilty 

One of the reasons that many are acquit- 
ted is that the jury is reluctant to bring in a 
verdict of guilty when such drastic punish- 
ment is meted out. That is because more and 
more people are beginning to realize that a 
murderer is a mental patient, that murder js 
seldom pre-conceived, and that nothing 
nothing whatsoever—can restore to life those 
who have been falsely convicted, and have 
hanged for another's crime

So writes author Upson, and I never fail 
to get a kick out of these stories. Reminds 
me of the situations I’ve run into tn my 
travels.

‘ommission is needed to investigate conditions at 
That, in brief, is the findings of this news- 


paper in unearthing what promises to be one of the most ex- 
plosive stories in Alberta’s history. 


In the 35 years in which Fort 
Saskatchewan has been operating, 
thousands of men and women have 
served terms of imprisonment be- 
hind its irons bars and concrete 
walls 

What effect has it had on them? 
What has been their attitude after 
being released from prison? 

The attitude of most released 
prisoners is one of hate, lawless- 
ness, and a burning desire to ‘get 
even’ with society for what they 
consider an injustice. Injustice for 
being sent to jail? No, injustice in 
their treatment while there. 

In 1948, 


veteran of two and a half years 


a young Edmontonian, 
service in the Royal Canadian 
Navy, was sentenced to an 18 
month term in the Fort, after be- 
ing found guilty of false pre- 
tences,

This was not 
tru I was seized by McLean 
by the hair and hauled from a 
hallway into his office I was 
given no opportunity to answer to 
the charge despite 
the fact that British tradition de 


mands that a person accused of a

There is at present a tendency 
for the labor force, both in this 
country and in the U.S., to increase 
faster than new jobs become avail- 
able. This is partly the result of 
the increase in output per worker, 
which is steadily rising owing to 
the huge capital investment of re- 
cent years in improved plant and 
equipment. If, therefore, the popu- 
lation continues to rise at its pres- 
ent rate, and if living standards are 
to be maintained, it is obvious that 
available jobs will also have to 
increase.

Survey Settles ‘Man 


In case you're writing a letter 
down to Mannville, don’t worry 
about the much-discussed proper 
spelling of word, because it’s been 
finally settled by an economic sur- 
vey of the town just completed by 
the provincial government.
